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FOR MISSION NARCOTICS COORDINATORS FROM AMBASSADOR HANDLEY 

1. REFTEL ANNOUNCED TERMINATION OF OVERSEAS PUBLIC SAFETY 
PROGRAMS PURSUANTTO CERTAIN PROHIBITIONS CONTAINED IN 
1973 FAA LEGISLATION. POLICE ASSISTANCE WHICH IS STILL 
PERMISSIBLE UNDER FAA INCLUDES: PARTICIPANT TRAINING IN U.S. 

AND OVERSEAS NARCOTICS LAW ENFORCEMENT ASSISTANCE (AND MAY 
INCLUDE HOST COUNTRY SELF-FUNDED PROGRAMS). 

2. PUBLIC SAFETY ADVISORY ASSISTANCE HAS MADE A VALUABLE 
CONTRIBUTION TO NARCOTICS CONTROL EFFORTS IN MANY COUNTRIES 
AND THIS RESOURCE WILL CONTINUE TO BE AVAILABLE. 

3. ACCORDINGLY, FOR PLANNING PURPOSES, ADDRESSEE MISSIONS 
SHOULD UNDERTAKE EARLY REVIEW OF NCAP IN LIGHT OF REFTEL 
AND ADVISE ME: (1) EXTENT TO WHICH TERMINATION OF PUBLIC 
SAFETY PROGRAMS WILL ADVERSELY AFFECT LAW ENFORCEMENT 
ASPECTS OF NCAP; (2) WHETHER CONTINUATION OF EXISTING 
FULL-TIME PUBLIC SAFETY NARCOTICS ADVISERS IS REQUIRED; 

(3) IF ASSIGNMENT ADDITIONAL PUBLIC SAFETY ADVISERS WORKING 
EXCLUSIVELY ON NARCOTICS CONTROL IS WARRANTED. 

4. MISSIONS SHOULD BE GUIDED BY FOLLOWING CAVEATS WHILE 
CONDUCTING REVIEWS AND PREPARING ABOVE REQUESTED INFO: 

(A) AID INTENDS PROVIDE ESSENTIAL PUBLIC SAFETY-TYPE 
ASSISTANCE REQUIRED ASSURE EFFECTIVE NARCOTICS CONTROL 
PROGRAMS; (B) AID DOES NOT INTEND CONVERT SUCH LARGE 
NUMBERS PUBLIC SAFETY ADVISERS TO FULL-TIME NARCOTICS 
ADVISERS THAT IT COULD BE CONSTRUED AS SUBVERSION OF 
CONGRESSIONAL INTENT TO END PUBLIC SAFETY ASSISTANCE TO 
FOREIGN GOVERNMENTS; (C) OPS ADVISERS ASSIGNED ABROAD IN 
NARCOTICS LAW ENFORCEMENT WILL DEVOTE TIME EXCLUSIVELY TO 
NARCOTICS CONTROL ACTIVITIES AND WILL BE PROHIBITED FROM 
PROVIDING BROAD RANGE OF ADVISORY ASSISTANCE NORMALLY 
ASSOCIATED WITH PUBLIC SAFETY; (D) REQUESTS FOR RETENTION 
AND/OR ASSIGNMENT ADDITIONAL OPS NARCOTICS ADVISERS WILL 
BE REVIEWED ON A CASE-BY-CASE BASIS AND SHOULD BE 
SUPPORTED BY A DETAILED JUSTIFICATION IN YOUR NCAP REVIEW 
INCLUDING AS APPROPRIATE RATIONALE FOR REQUESTING OPS 
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PERSONNEL IN ADDITION TO OR IN LIEU OF DEA PERSONNEL. 

WHERE AN OPS ADVISER IS CONSIDERED TO BE NECESSARY IN 
ADDITION TO DEA REPRESENTATIVES, REASONS THEREFORE SHOULD 
BE CLEARLY SET FORTH WITH AN EXPLANATION AS TO WHY DEA 
REPRESENTATIVE COULD NOT PERFORM THIS FUNCTION.
